Story of Man Who Sought to Make 
Fortune in Dairy Bu»ln«ai— Start- 
•d With Nondaacr.pt Cowl. 

■ By II It llt'i'KIIAM ) 
Among my acquaintances there It 
numbered a man who recently de- 
rided to make a trial of furnishing 
milk for the local market, ll inn 
ventured Into several other 
of agriculture without having 
auy great success at any one of them, 
he determined to attempt this. mak« 
one more play for favor at the hands 
of Dame Fortune. 
For a atart. he purchaaed half a 
cows of nondescript extraction, 
and set himself up In the business of 
a milk farmer. Mis Idea seemed to be 
that all be had to do whs to feed a 
little grain and hay to these animals, 
night and morning, and In return re- 
ceive an abundant supply of milk, the 
equivalent at ten times and more. In 
value. 

Hut before he had "been at It long 
he found that he had made a mistake 
In his calculations, somewhere.
